naval committee by Rear-Adm ral Aus­ 
tin M. Knig ht, president of the navy 
war colleg e. 
In formulating the policy that the 
navy should equal the strong est afloat 
by 19 2.'. he said, the board had in 
mind the establishment of two fleets, 
one in the Pacific powerful enoug h to 
overcome any cncmv there, and the 
other in the Atlantic, where it would 
be exceeded in streng th only by the 
British fleet. 
A total force slisrhtly 
in excess of the streng th of the Brit­ 
ish fleet, he said, would accomplish 
this purpose, ami insure the country 
ag ainst ninety-nine out of 100 possibil­ 
ities of international complications. 
American battleships, the admiral 
said, are equal io any built, and of­ 
ficers and men of the fleet are well 
trained and efficient, but if the At­ 
lantic fleet were ordered out to de­ 
fend the whole coast line, it would be 
unable to take all its available ships 
for lack of men. and would he com­ 
pelled to fig ht blindfolded for lack of 
scouts. 
The present fleet. Admiral Knig ht 
added, was unbalanced in men and 
scouts to such an extent that its 
whole defensive mission was endan­ 
g ered. 
Shortag e of men. he said, rep­ 
resented two-thirds of all the trouble 
with the navy.

Mr. Lewis finally devised a mo­ 
tion to recommit the bill and he was 
able to obtain a vote on his proposal 
to increase the weig ht limit to 150 
pounds. 
The amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 170 to 129 . 
The postoffice bill was thereupon 
passed.
